Dr. Brownlee made a study of the his- 
tory of measles in Aberdeen and Glas- 


‘In: Aberdeen the period of maximum 
danger was 9 to 12 months of age; in 
Glasgow from 12 to 24 months. A large 
percentage of the children who start 
school at, say, 7, have already had 
measies. Among children over 7 and 
under 15 measles is a mild disease in 
Aberdeen, Glasgow, and everywhere 


This is the Brownlee plan: Whenever 
a child enters school the record shows 
whether there are younger children at 
home. This record is kept in the school- 
room. Each year it is brought up to 
date. If measles appears in a school a 
list of all children with brothers or sis- 
ters under 5 who have not had measles 
is made.

HAT more than one-half the 
clergymen of the United States 
receive salaries less than the min- 

‘ imum subsistence of the ordinary 

workman’s family is the conclusion . 
reached in a report on a survey made 
by the Methodist centenary movement 
recently and given out last week. The 
report shows that less than 1 per cent 
of American ministers were required 
to pay any income tax last year. 

The report, made under the direction 
of Dr. Joseph B. Hingeley, Chicago 
corresponding secretary of the : 
of conference claimants, reveals that 
in sixteen denominations 4,829 minis- 
ters received less than $600 a year; 14,- 
qe cthers received between $500 and 
#500, and 12,873 drew salaries between 
$1,000 and $1,500.
